Although the premier discussed all 
three of these propositions, I-intend 
nt present: to discuss only one of 
tkam, namely, the first, which is the 
resolution before the house, and ‘at 
the proper time we will discuss the 
merits of the other two.

NO SOUND REASON GIVEN. 


id the minister of railways give 
gs any sound or valid reason why 
we should increase the guarantees of 
the Canadian Northern Western Rail- 
way company on this branch line to 
$18,000 per mile? In his usual fluent 
style he took a good’ deal of credit 
to himself and this government for 
the wonderful railway ‘expansion 
which has taken place in this prov- 
ince during the last five years; but 
he failed to convince me, or to von- 
vince any member of the house who 
followed his address, why this house 
should increase the Camadian Nor- 
thern Railway company’s bends on 
the St. Paul de Metis line, from 
$13,000- to $18,000 per mile. 


LINE IS NEEDDD.. 


True, he told us that: the people of 
the district were in gr2at need of a 
railroad. They had zone in there 
and had raised grin and stock, 
which they were unable to market 
because of the lack of transporta- 
tion. None of us deny that, and for 
that reason we ask why he had not 
two years ago forced the Canadian 


Northern Western Railway Company 


to live up to its contract with this 

province and supply the people of 

this district with railway facilities? 
MONEY IS IN BANK. 

More specially I would emphasize 
this because, as the premier pointed 
out, the money for this construction 
has been in the Bank of Commeras 


- for a long time, and we believe that 


a sufficient amount has been lying 
there for two seasons past complete- 
ly to construct that line. His logic 
may have appealed to members of 
the wovernment side of the house ; 
but it did not appeal to mz. We had 
a fair sample of it, when he stated 
that, T. A. Burrows, being a Tory, 
it was quite natural that he should 
grab all the timber limits he could. 
That is a sample of his: logic. If 1 
am rightly informed, Mr. Burrows 
was at one time a Tory, but during 
the time that Clifford Sifton was 
minister of the interior. he fraberniz- 
ed with the Liberal party. le got 
in while the going was good and 
grabbed all the timber limits it was 
possible for him to got.

TOOK CREDIT TO HIMSELF. 


The minister of railways in ‘his 
specch took a great deal of credit .to 
himself for the railway expansion 
from 1910 to the present. He .went 


on to point out that in 1905, there ; 


were only 1,060 miles constructed in 
the province of Alberta. In. 1910 
there were 1,505 miles of construc- 
tion; but from 1910 to the present 
there was 9 most marvellous devel- 
opment: of railways, due, of course, 
to the Sifton railway policy, so,that 
‘now we have 4,097 miles of complet- 
ed railway in the province.. J may 
say in passing that it is a good 
thing to take credit to oneself for 
what, one has dors, it helps in our 
family life ; but when one takes ored- 
tit unto himself-for what many otkers 
have accomplished, it develops into 
‘egotism. 


How much of this 2,500 miles in- 
crease is the direct outcome of. the

rect result of the Sifton guarantee 
policy. As a result of chapter 19, 
session 1911-12, which is known as 
the Sifton guarantee policy, the gov- 
ernment: guaranteed 1,275 .miles to 
the Canadian Northern Western Rail- 
way company. ‘It-is most interest- 
ing to note how rch of this has 
been constructed, 95.8 miles, with a 
grade of about 170 miles uncomplet- 
ed. Not a-very wonderful showing 
as a result of a guarantee rolicy of 
1,275 miles. 


BENEFITS NOBODY. 


Out of that -95.8 miles I wish to 
show. that 60 miles has not given 
any material benefit to the settlers 
‘of this country. The line from 
'Brazeau to Warden Junction, which 
;Parallels the Lacombe branch of the 
C. P. R., is of no value to anyone 
except “the coal companies situated 
along its course. We can therefore 
eliminate that 60 miles, and can say 
of that policy that out of 1,275 mil- 
es .of line guaranteed at the end of 
four years, we have 95 miles of which 
60 miles benefit 2 few coal compan- 
ies, and we have therefore only 35 
miles of railroad of any benefit to 
the settlers of the country. The 
other lines which have been built 
are the Bickerdike branch, 58 miles, 
which is almost’ entirely for the 
benefit of the coal companies in that 
district, and does not help the set- 
tlers of that country. We can there- 
fore discard that ; 240 miles of the 
fuarantee of the Edmonton, Dunveg- 
an and British Columbia line have 
been constructed, and 75 miles of 
the Alberta and Great Waterways. 


BURDEN OF HIGH RATES. 


These two latter lines have been 
secured to the Feonle of the country 
at a very dear price. The province 
of Alberta has regeived very little 
more than 50 per cent. of their val-

ships in the grand fleet is the men’s 
mess tables. These are made of one- 
inch planking, are about three ‘feet 
wide, and from seven to ten feet long. 
Floating flat on the water they would 
pupport a great number of men. Im- 
mediately meals are finished, these 
tables are dismantled ready for carry- 
{ng on deck should the need for using 
them for lifesaving purposes arise, 

Léfe-saving gir belts also are now 

vided. These are worn around the 
waist and can be blown up quiokly, 
and will keep the wearer afloat if the 
ship goes down. 

Everybody Behind Armor 

In big modern ships no one is out- 
side armor protection during the 
course of an action. There are no 
secondary armaments to use to-day; 
for’ although the latest of Dread- 
noughts, the “Iron Duke” class, carry 
twelve 6-Inch guns, as did all previous 
Dreadnought ships, these are a pure- 
ly anti-torpedo armament, and are not 
used in a general action. The gun 
numbers are all in their turrets, 
while the remainder are below the 
prutective deck and inside the belt 
armor. | 

At the commencement of an action 
—that is, if the weather is clear 
enough to allow for long range—the 
gun crews have nothing to do beyond 
loading: the gun, the training, laying 
and firing being carred out hy the 
eontral officer in the contro] station 
situated at the foremast head. It 1s 
quite possible that a battle may be 
decided before the fleet get near 
enough for the individual gun-layers 
to show their skill, 

If we could see the ships of the 


‘Grand Fleet in the North Sea we may 


be sure they would hardly present 
that spick and span appearance which 
we associate with a ship of war dur- 
ing times of peace; their sides all 
stained, with rust all round the water 
line, and a generally bedraggled ap- 
pearance, But the most startling 
change would be the stripped and, 
naked appearance they would present, 
for gone would be all sails, boat davits, 
ridge ropes, and the usual parapher- 
nalia that is part of any ship's peace 
trimmings. The vesselg are cleared 
for action! 


Secrecy Observed at Krupps 


Work at Krupps’ is conductod in 
ereat secrecy. Hach worker is for- 
pbidden to enter any office or work- 
ehop not connected with his own de- 
partment. He has a passport for his 
epecial job, and he must not take any 
{nterest in any other. Krupps’ private 
army will march him off to the private 
darracks if he disobeys, Hundreds of 
watchmen, heavily armed, guard the 
secret of the Krupps’ works both day 
and night, and the grounds are a mass 
of electric traps which immediately 
eignal the approach of any intruder,

pounds, more than the weight of the 
average man himself. This is in 
spite of the immense improvements 
in modern weapons as compared with 
those in use in previous great wars.

These are the 
somewkat surprising, if not alarn+ 
ing, statements made by the poultry 
division of the Dominion Department

These comparisons are quoted 
simply to assure the reader that 
the temperatures shown weekly here- 
in are representative of a. very 
large area. The temperature records 
quoted herein have now covered the 
period from January 4th to the 
end of March, Sundays excepted, and 
afford some very ‘interesting  infor- 
mation concerning the climate of 
Alberta. 

There were only four days, Janu- 
ary 26th to 29th inclusive, when a 
temperature lower than zero was 
registered at any time of the day or 
The lowest registered at any 
time 24 below zero, on the night of 
January 26th. The next lowest was 
siz below zero the night of the 28th 
January. 

The highest rezistered in the period 
covered was 66 degress above zero 
on March 22nd 

In the 75 days covered by the re- 
port there were four days in which 
the noonday temperature was above 
50 degrees ; 29 days when it was 40 
to 50 d@gress'; 18 days when it was 
30 to 40 degrees ; 17 days in which 
it was 20 fo 30 degrees ; 3 days in 
which it was 10 to 20 degrees ; ‘4 
days when it wag zero to 10 above, 
and no day when_it was below zero. 

The coldest tenyperatures register- 
ed at any time during the 24 hours 
were as follows: One nizht, 24.be- 
low zero; one night, 6 below zero ; 
one night, 4 below zero ; one night, 
2 below zero’ 2 nights zero; J1 
‘nights, zero to 10 above ; 21 iets 
nights, 20 to 32 above zero, and four 
nights when the lowest registration 
was above the freezing point.
